Dear Jean, 

When I ordered your book on Covington County marriages, you wrote 
me a note that I am just now answering. I apologize; I went back to 
eraduate school last summer, and on top of working a 50-hour week and 
babysitting my sranddaughter, that overwhelmed me. I'm still doing 
research, but I terribly in arrears in my correspondence. Yes, I 
correspond with Roger Coulter and Jackie Saxon, too, whom I know you've 
had contact. 

I'd like to start off by saying that your books have helped me 
tremendously. So, I sincerely appreciate all the work you have done 
in southern Mississippi. TI have access to Clayton Library in Houston, 
where I hang out every possible moment, but they don't have a lot on 
your area of research, and I am unable to travel, for right now, anyway. 
So, thank you, thank you, thank.you, thank you!! You offered to help 
me with my Clarke County problem, but I believe I have it in hand. 

My great grandfather, John Marson Brown, was born there in 1836, but I 
could never find any evidence that his family lived there through records, 
Your book with tax lists helped me. I see that his father, Francis D. 
Brown, and uncle, Henry Brown, were over in Jasper Co. near Clarke Co. 
about that time. Mostly they lived in Williamsburg, Covington Co. 
(Francis Brown who was the son of Francis Brown, Sr. of Lawrence Co.) 
before moving to St. Tammany Parish in the 1840's. 

T am enclosing a family group sheet on Francis D. Brown and Elizabeth 
Coulter (she is really my enigma, not being able to prove whether John 
M. Coulter who went to Arkansas....my leaning...or Peter Coulter as being 
her father). I keep my documentation in a separate place (which is 
poor policy, but I haven't had time to change everything ever and type 
up my working copies neatly), and I just don't have time now to scribble 
most of it down on the group sheet. 1 hope this is sufficient to be 
put in the files at the Pascagoula Library. Also for the files is one 
on Henry Keller and Sophia Page who married in Marion County. The 
third one on Thomas Fage is not for the files. 

I am having trouble with this line, and I am hoping you can help me. 
I cannot afford any fees that would include traveling to research this 
family, but I hope you could search through whatever is available

have also gotten everything from Doris Holden in her Page files. 

What I want to do is identify the siblings of Sophia Page. Do you 

have time to help me? 

Sophia Page married Henry Keller in Marion Co. in 1818, and her 
father Thomas signed the papers. I do believe Thomas is in Covington 
Co, in 1820, not Marion Co. I know that Elizabeth is her mother from 
Sophia's daughter Martha's bible, and I have her death date as 1858. 
In 1850, there are two Elizabeth Pages in St. Tammany Parish, both 
living with people in this family or who married into it, presumably, 
so I feel that both Elizabeths are the same one....granny was just counted 
by both households where she stayed. It would certainly make things 
easier if she were one. Thomas Page obviously died rather early. 

I believe the Jones County crew of Fages are possibly Thomas’ children. 

There was a Jacob Page nearby in 1820, but 1 don't know anything about 

him. Possibly he was Thomas' brother. The names Thomas and Jacob are 

found often in the Southern Pages, especially in the book written on 

Georgia Pages. 

Here are the people I think might be siblings to Sophia and whys 
1. Jefferson Page (I assume this is also Thomas Jefferson Page) because 

his guardianship was awarded to Henry Keller in 1828 when he was a 
sineminor. Possibly father Thomas died then, and Jefferson chose his 

brother-in-law as guardian. This was in Marion Co. 

2. Whitson Hays Page because he owned the land adjoining Henry Keller 
in St. Tammany Parish. 

3. Martha (Fage??) Phillips who had elderly Elizabeth Page living with 

hh her in 1850 in St. Tammany Parish, There is also a document that 

she donated some property (cattle, I think) to the heigs of Hezekiah 

Wilson Page in Jones Co., the most solid link between the St. Tammany 
ea Pages and the Jones Co. Pages...who, by the way, were all born in GA, 
4, Andrew Jackson Page who was also living with Elizabeth Page in 1850 

and who was named in a document as her son by some Elizabeth Page. 

5. Allen Page whe was named in the same document mentioned above, 
proving that herand Andrew Jackson Frage were brothers and had a 
mother named Elizabeth. This document was found in St. Tammany 
Farish but named one of those males as living in Jones Co. 


6. Nathan Page because he is linked in several minor ways (witness, 
etc.) to the Kellers in St. Tammany Parish. 


73 Hezekiah Wilson Page in Jones Co. just because he is linked to gome 


of these others and was born in Ga. 2 years before Sophia, making 
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him the perfect brother....Ha! Wish everything were that simple! 
Well, any help would be appreciated, and let me know how much i owe you 
if you can figure anything out. 

I though I'd help fill in some blanks and ask a question about the 

Coulters in yourCovington Co. marriage book, page 32. Children of 
Jesse Coulter: William married Angeline Lee (p. 89 in the same book). 
Fanny Coulter married in 1857 Andrew Pickens Davis (your book on the 
Confederate records of that county) Wiley Coulter...you have his wife ys 
as Georgiana Elizabeth Burkhalter. Is that a married name for her; or 
was she born a Burkhalter? I deduced from George Watts probate papers — 
that she was his daughter and therefore a Watts. She could be George's 
grandaughter, but she is of the same generation as Bartlett 5S. Watts. 
who married Wiley's sister Minnie (this is from memory, so if you see 
a flaw, you're probably right) and who appears to be George's son. Bie 
But I'm cloudy here. Also, Jesse Coulter had a daughter named Susan * gib ya 
Amanda Norris born 1828 (Jesse's will or probate) who married Joseph 
D. Norris. Also, I have a question on John Coulter's son William M. ~- 
Was Margarette A. a later wife? I have his wife as Barbara Watts, ado 
from George Watts’ probate. 

You certainly do a lot more redgsearch than I do and are an expert on 
that area, but if I have something wrong I need to know it's wrong, so 
i can change it on my records. TI imagine it's aggravating to put out 
a book and then have someone give you something you needed before you 
put out the book. iI hope you'll forgive me. I appreciate you to 
the nth!
